ISLAMABAD: Pakistan’s ex- 
ports of goods and services

The overall 
exports to Afghanistan 
were recorded at $828.727 
million during July-April 
(2020-21) against exports 
of $809.685 million during 
July-April (2019-20), show- 
ing growth of 2.35 percent, 
the SBP data _ revealed. 
Meanwhile, on year-to-year 
basis, the exports. to 
Afghanistan during April 
2021 also increased by 
326.76 percent, from

the exports to Afghanistan 
however declined by 26.26 
percent during April 2021 
as compared to the exports 
of $116.541 million in 





March 2021, the SBP data 
revealed.

To- 
bacco smoke leaves be- 
hind aé_ toxic’ residue, 
mentioned as third hand 
smoke, that sticks to sur- 
faces (such as walls, floors, 
clothes, and furniture) and 
collects in house dust.

72 hours, starting from 10:00 pm on Monday, the city 
said in an announcement late Sunday. Guangzhou, an in- 
dustrial hub of nearly 15 million people north of Hong 
Kong, reported 18 new local cases of the coronavirus on 
Monday, causing alarm in a country that has largely 
brought domestic transmission under control.

Rivers burst 
their banks as a weather 
system dumped 400 mil- 
limetres (15.5 inches) of 
rain in two days, an amount 
meteorologists said ex- 
ceeded the entire rainfall so 
far this year in some areas.

"red" weather warning and 
declared a state of emer- 
gency in the Canterbury re- 
gion, one of the South 
Pacific nation’s farming 
hubs. The New Zealand De- 
fence Force said one of its 
helicopters rescued three 
people at Ashburton, near 
Christchurch, plucking one 
man from atree and an eld- 
erly couple from the roof of 
acar. The defence force said 
soldiers, trucks and an am- 


bulance were helping with 
the evacuation effort.
